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Poetry &Myth 


My first real interest in literature was through poetry, 
It always seemed to me to be the easiest thing to read,short 
and concise, Perhaps I just had a lousy attention span, I 
can remember making up rhymes when T1 was about seven years 
old, They weren't exactly Shelley, but the desire was there, 
As I grew older, I also developed a strong interest in 
mythology and the mystical,I remember distinctly wanting to 
believe in ghosts as a child, The Church (I was raised a 
Catholic) said there were no such things, I decided that it A\ 
didn't matter, I believed in ghosts, anyway, Therein began 
my draw away from my childhood religion, T1 also recall 1la- \ 
XS menting as a child that people no longer believed in nyth- « 
ology, that I would have prefered to live in a pre-christian 
gociety, As a teen Edgar Allen Poe and Percy B, Shelley 
became my favorite writers and I often attempted to imitate 
them, And I began to study the philosophy of magick, The late 
eilghteen-hundreds began to fascinate me, which is, & course, 
when much of the modern approaches to mysticism developed, 
Poetry is an eatheral thing; I see it as a flask of 
color or a strong emotion, Said with the right timbre and 
feeling, it can move mountains and hearts, Sometimes I think 
my natural place is in another time and world, for as I create 
stories, characters and express what I see through the 
written word, I wonder how it is that everyone doesn't do 
80, For this inner world is a real and powerful thing, To me, 
I thoroughly believe these characters exist on their own level, 
They do have a life of their own, and in many ways I am more 
of an interpretor than a creator, I often find myself re- 
starting two and three times simply because I've gotten my 
information from the wrong character, 
In poetry, I try very hard to crystalize an emotion and 
paint a strong momentary picture, To visualize what I want 
as strongly as I can in my mind, to feel it as I write in 
hopes of incorporating it into words, And if you can think 
of words in the way that ancient man did- these symbols that 
Instantly puts us above animals, Written words that can com- 
municate over centuries, And the spoken word that allows us 
detailed concepts that we can communicate, Language and letters 
really are a sacred gift, Each word, even every letter, every 
tone of a poem, if done with care, can set up a very powerful 
geries of vibrations, When well presented, poetry can draw 
the world of the eatheral into our own, It can be an extremely p 
mystical experience, I really do love to preform my poetry 
: any chance I get, 
Afew years back I read Robert Graves' 'The White Goddess', 
Lately I've read some flack about his book, mainly concerning 
| his concept of the Ogam, However that may be, that sort of 
technical aspect of the book is far from what I recieved from 
those pages, There is a eubtlety in the lines, almost a call, 
My thology became something for me, it began to breath with a 
1ife I had not understood before, "It lifted itself from the 
stagnant forms I had always known and I realized that it could 
move and change, Simply by the fact that Graves examined myth- 
ology over and over, knowing that the first words of mythology 
were spoken through Inspiration, I began to see it as something 
much deeper than man's crude first explinations of where rain 
comes from or why the flowers grow, Modern man has a very bad 
- tendency to see mythology in a facial light, Graves taught me 
to look for the layers of history, the subtle changes made as 
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humanity changed, and the secrets inlaid in the words them- 
selves, Around the time of having read 'The White Goddess!,l / 
also read Evangeline Walton's series of Welsh Mythology, her : 
version of the Mabinogion, I have never been the same since, 
After that I truelly began a delve into Celtic myth and legend, 
But I will never be as spellbound as 1 was by her books, and 
from them I came to associate strongly with the personalitliles 
of Arionrhod and Gwydlon, 

Through my poetry I seek to bring ITorth the spirit of 
mythology and let it live in our present times, What first 
must be done is to read the myths and try to understand 'what' 
they are trying to say, What lessons, what truths, Then seek 
to reconvey those lessons, those truths to our modern world, 
I have become very involved in what I call neo-mythos; the 
recreation of old truths into new myths through stories and 
OetTry. 
E Yet, it is my poetry that I feel exudes the stronger 
power, Perhaps it is its conciseness, its clearness, its 
conveyance of one stong message, One can wrap ones mind 
around it and become one with the imagery, In preformance, 
when one does do this, it is easy to believe in its ability 
to cast spells, as the vibration of energy becomes enclosed 
and high, And one realizes why the bards of ancient Celts
